Could any thing more clearly show that 
retrenchment and reform is the last thing 
the federal organs want? This very matter 
of the payments made to certain persons 
for wrapping paper and twine, has heen the 
theme of abuge for years by their Ewings, 
their Bonds, and other bank attorneys, bene- 
ficiaries and dependants.

News from the election which took 


place in the State of North Carolina, on 


this day week, for Govérnor and members 
of the legislature, has been usually slow in 


reaching us. But it has come at last. 


Of the election for Governor, we have 
returns and reports from 26 counties, giving 


an aggregate majority for the Whig candi- 
date of 8,572 votes! which will be greatly 
increased by the returns yet to come in. 

For members of the Legislature we have 
returns from 35 counties, giving the follow- 
ing aggregates: Whigs elected, 61; Ad- 
ministration, 37; being, so far, a Whig 
gain of seven.

Directions for Use—I1st. Too great 
care cannot be taken to cleanse the hair trom 
grease, as the dye will not take effect unless it be 
entirely removed. To do which, wash the hair in 
a solution of about a quarter of an ounce of pearl- 
ash to a quart of water, until it be perfectly clean; 
and, when it has become perfectly dry, is fitted to 


2d. To prevent the Dye from coloring the skin, 
grease the part around the hair which may be liable 
to be touched with it. 


3d. Toapply the Dye, shake it well, so as to 
raise the settling at the bottom; then (having a 
piece of sponge ready, tied tothe end of a small 
stick, about an inch wide,) pass a small comb in at 
the roots of the hair to prevent the skin becoming 
discolored, pour a little into a cup or glass, com 
the hair in one drection, dip your sponge into the 
dye, and rub it over the heir until it becomes quite
